It takes only a little imagin- 
ation to convert dried. apricots, 
pears, peaches, prunes and apples 
into dishes lovely to look at and 
, delightful to eat. 
' Souffles from dried. apples or 
apricots are as festive as they 
sound. Properly spiced and flavored 
prunes make tarts, pies and other 
desserts that know no peer. Stuff 
them with sausage and bake them, 
then you have an appetizer or meat, 
garnish. Prunes or apricots stuffed 
with a cream cheese mixture can 
be made into a salad in no time at 


all and will extend and add inter- 
est to a simple meal.

Veal Birds 

Cut 114 cups prunes, apricots or 
peaches that have been steamed 
until barely tender into small 
Pieces. Mix thoroughly with 1 cup 
finely chopped celery, 3% cup 
chopped green pepper, 1 small on- 
ion, chopped fine, salt, penper and 
114 cups bread crumbs. Add about 
3 tablespoons melted butter or 
other fat. Cut 2 pounds thin-sliced 
veal steak into 4 inch squares. Sea- 
son with salt and pepper and place 
some of the dressing on each 
Square. Roll up and pin together 
with toothpicks. Brown.on all sides 
in hot fat, then pour 3 cups boil- 
ing water and cook slowly for 1 
hour or until the meat is .very 
tender. Make a gravy from the 
sauce remaining in the pan. 


Peanut-Prune Muffins 


Cream 2 tablespoons shortening 
and blend in 14 cup sugar and} 1 
beaten egg Sift together 1 ¢ p 
flour, 44 teaspoon baking soda afd 
¥, teaspoon salt and mix with 1 p 
bran, Add to the first mixture 4l- 
ternately with 1 cup. buttermalk 
and 42 cup prune juice. Stir in 1% 
cup each chopped peanuts and 
dried prunes pitted and choppéd. 
Pour into greased muffin tins and 
hake in a moderately hot oven 
about 20 minutes. This mekes 1 
dozen muffins. 

Prune Sandwiches ‘ 

Remove the pits from 2 cups 
cooked prunes and mash into @ 
pulp. Add % teaspoon Worcester- 
shire sauce and a few drops tabas- 
co sauce and blend. Spread 6 slices 
of bread with softened butter and 
then with the prune mixture. Lay 
a thin slice of cheese on top of 
each slice of bread and then cover 
with a second slice of buttered 
bread. Trim off crusts and cut the 


‘sandwiches from corner to corner. 


forming triangles. Beat 3 eggs, add 
V4 cup milk, 14 teaspoon salt and 
1 tablespoon melted shortening. 
Dip the sandwiches into this mix- 
ture and fry until golden brown 
on a hot waffle iron. Press the 
upper part of the waffle iron
